MALAYSIA 

3, Police have advised against scheduling any 
activities connected with the President's visit at 
the University of Malaya campus. Police are now em- 
powered to arrest individuals engaged in demonstra- 
tions or leaflet distribution and have arrested 
several already. Despite these precautions, there 
is a good possibility of hit-and-run forays against 
US property during the visit.
